You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  the  Town's  Meeting 
House  in  said  Henniker  on  Tuesday,  the  Twelfth  day  of 
March  next,  at  ten  of  the  clock  in  the  forenoon,  to  act  upon 
the  following  subjects: 

1.  To  choose  all  necessary  Town  Officers  for  the  year 
ensuing. 

2.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  elect  a  Chief  of  PoHce 
by  ballot  at  said  meeting,  and  raise  and  appropriate  a  sum 
of  money  as  salary  for  said  officer,  or  take  any  action  rela- 
tive thereto. 

3.  To  raise  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be  necessary  to 
defray  town  charges  for  the  ensuing  year  and  make  appro- 
priation for  the  same. 

4.  To  hear  and  act  upon  the  reports  of  Town  Officers, 
Library  Trustees,  Trustees  of  Trust  Funds  and  other  com- 
mittees. 
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5.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  town  will  vote  to  raise 
for  repair  of  highways  and  bridges. 

6.  To  see  if  the  town  will  accept  State  Aid  for  con- 
struction of  the  Class  II  Road  known  as  Warner  Road  and 
raise  and  appropriate  or  set  aside  for  said  purpose  the  sum 
of  ?1,010.00;  or  will  accept  State  Aid  for  construction  of 
Class  V  Roads  and  raise  and  appropriate  or  set  aside  for 
said  purpose  the  sum  of  31,010.49. 

7.  To  see  what  action  the  town  will  take  in  regard  to  the 
Public  Health  Nursing  Association,  raise  money  for  the 
same,  or  take  any  action  relative  thereto. 

8.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  town  will  vote  to  raise 
or  appropriate,  to  defray  the  expense  of  observing 
Memorial  Day. 

9.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  town  will  vote  to 
raise,  in  addition  to  that  required  by  law,  for  the  support  of 
Tucker  Free  Library. 

10.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  town  will  vote  to 
raise  for  the  maintenance  of  the  Fire  Department,  or  take 
any  action  relative  thereto. 

11.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  town  will  vote  to 
raise,  or  appropriate,  for  the  purpose  of  defraying  the  cost 
and  expense  during  the  ensuing  year  of  providing  and 
maintaining  hydrant  service  for  the  extinguishing  of  fires. 

12.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  select- 
men to  reinsure  the  town  buildings  and  town  trucks. 

13.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  town  will  vote  to 
raise  for  lighting  streets  for  the  ensuing  year. 
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14.  To  see  what  action  the  town  will  take  to  prevent  the 
spread  of  White  Pine  Blister  Rust,  raise  money  for  the 
same,  or  take  any  action  relative  thereto. 

15.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
the  amount  of  m,oney  necessary  to  secure  State  Aid  for  the 
construction  of  a  new  bridge  to  replace  the  "Ring  Bridge" 
so-called,  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Chapter  131, 
New  Hampshire  Session  Laws  of  1929,  amending  Section 
2  of  Chapter  83  of  the  Public  Laws  of  New  Hampshire. 

16.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Board 
of  Selectmen  to  sell  and  execute  a  deed  of  the  Real  Estate 
known  as  No.  414  Hanover  Street,  Manchester,  N.  H.,  as 
referred  to  in  paragraph  nine  of  the  will  of  James  R.  Straw. 

16a.  To  see  what  action  the  town  will  vote  to  take  in  re- 
gard to  the  use  of  the  income  from  the  James  R.  Straw 
Fund,  created  by  the  residue  of  his  estate. 

17.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  town  will  vote  to 
raise  towards  paying  its  indebtedness. 

18.  To  see  if  the  town  will  authorize  the  Selectmen  to 
borrow  money  in  anticipation  of  taxes. 

19.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  town  will  vote  to 
raise  toward  buying  new  equipment  for  snow  removal,  or 
take  any  action  relative  thereto. 

20.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  town  will  vote  to 
raise  or  appropriate  to  defray  the  cost  of  painting  and  re- 
pairing the  Town  Hall  and  Engine  House,  or  take  any  ac- 
tion relative  thereto. 
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21.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Select- 
men and  Treasurer  to  convert  outstanding  temporary  loans 
of  $4,000,00  into  long  term  notes  bearing  4  per  cent  interest. 

22.  To, see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  accept  from  the 
Arthur  R.  Courser  Estate  the  sum  oi  one  hundred  dollars 
for  the  perpetual  care  of  lot  No.  11 3^,  on  Myrtle  Avenue, 
North  side  of  New  Cemetery,  a  part  of  the  income  to  be 
used  for  flowers,  the  balance  for  the  care  of  the  lot.  This 
fund  to  be  know  as  the  Courser  Brothers  Cemetery  Trust 
Fund. 

25.  To  see  what  action  the  town  will  take  with  reference 
to  the  acceptance  of  the  devise  and  bequest  to  the  Town  of 
Henniker  contained  in  the  third  paragraph  of  the  will  of 
Addie  I.  Stevens  of  five  hundred  dollars  to  the  Trustees  of 
the  Plummer  Cemetery  in  Henniker,  N.  H.,  the  income  to 
be  used  for  the  general  upkeep  of  the  cemetery,  the  prin- 
cipal to  be  held  in  trust. 

24.  To  see  what  action  the  town  will  take  with  reference 
to  the  acceptance  of  the  devise  and  bequest  to  the  town  of 
Henniker  contained  in  the  will  of  Frank  J.  Constantine  of 
one  thousand  dollars  in  trust,  one  half  the  income  of  which 
is  to  be  expended  by  the  Selectmen  of  Henniker,  in  their 
discretion,  for  the  relief  of  the  poorest  people  in  Henniker, 
the  remaining  half  of  the  income  to  be  added  to  the  prin- 
cipal and  invested  until  the  principal  ,of  the  trust  fund 
amounts  to  five  thousand  dollars.  When  the  trust  fund 
amounts  to  five  thousand  dollars  all  the  income  is  to  be  ex- 
pended by  the  Selectmen  for  the  above  purposes. 

25.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  recover  or  discon- 
tinue its  firewells  or  take  any  action  relative  thereto. 
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26.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  adopt  the  provi- 
sions of  the  Municipal  Budget  Act. 

27.  To  see  if  the  town,  upon  recommendation  of  the 
Board  of  Selectmen,  will  decide  by  a  two-thirds  majority 
vote,  to  install  in  the  Town  Hall  a  plumbing  and  sanitary 
system  as  a  much  needed  public  improvement,  and  there- 
by authorize  the  use  of  such  portion  of  the  accrued  income 
of  the  Trust  Fund  established  under  Paragraph  Five  of 
the  will  of  Edna  Dean  Proctor  as  may  be  needed  to  defray 
the  cost  of  such  installation  and  construction. 

28.  To  transact  any  other  business  that  may  properly 
come  before  said  meeting  and  raise  or  appropriate  such 
sums  of  money  as  may  be  necessary  for  the  same.

During  the  past  fiscal  year  several  services  were  changed 
from  old  system  pipmg  to  the  new  system  piping  on  both 
Western  Avenue  and  Depot  Street,  which  change  furnishes 
better  services  to  the  subscribers  affected.  Pipe  near  the 
crest  of  Cemetery  Hill,  which  has  occasioned  serious  incon- 
venience in  the  past  on  account  of  freezing,  was  renewed 
and  laid  below  the  frost  line  from  Stone's  to  Eastman's. 
Three  new  service  connections  were  made.

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2.  The  average  membership  has  increased  nearly  16.. 
This  is  practically  all  in  the  Central  school. 

3.  The  number  of  tardinesses  per  pupil  nearly  doubled. 
Parents  should  aid  the  teachers  as  much  as  possible  by  get- 
ting pupils  to  school  on  time. 

4.  This  is  the  third  consecutive  year  that  the  Brick 
school  has  had  100  per  cent  attendance  for  the  entire  year. 
It  is  a  wonderful  record,  an  ^outstanding  achievement  not 
only  for  the  teacher  and  pupils,  but  for  the  parents  of  the 
pupils.  The  latter  have  kept  their  children  in  good  health, 
and  doubtless  have  many  times  put  school  first  when  it 
would  have  been  more  convenient  for  them  to  keep  a  child 
out  for  a  da}'.  Being  faithful  to  one's  daily  work  not  only 
helps  scholarship  in  pupils,  but  is  a  factor  in  building  good 
character. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  present  school  year  an  additional 
room  was  opened  at  the  Central  school.  Mr.  Philip  Dodge 
was  employed  as  principal  of  this  building.  He  teaches  the 
seventh  grade  and  a  part  of  the  sixth.  This  relieves  the 
congestion  which  prevailed  in  the  building  last  year,  and 
enables  the  teachers  to  do  more  work  with  the  pupils  need- 
ing it. 

As  a  further  improvement  in  this  building  we  would  rec- 
ommend the  elimination  of  the  three-way  lighting  which  is 
found  in  four  of  the  rooms  used.  There  is  also  an  inade- 
quate number  of  electric  lights  f,or  use  in  the  short,  dark 
days  of  the  late  fall  and  early  winter.  A  few  improvements 
made  each  year  ensure  regular  progress  at  least  in  the 
physical  equipment  of  the  district,  and  lays  no  great  burden 
upon  the  treasury.  However,  the  most  essential  part  of  any 
school  system  is  its  teachers.  When  a  good  teacher  is  found,, 
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it  is  poor  policy  to  let  her  go  to  some  other  district  when  her 
services  might  be  retained  by  a  small  increase  in  salary. 
There  are  no  more  good  teachers  available  now  than  in  the 
past. 

In  a  wooden  building  as  large  as  that  in  which  the  Cen- 
tral school  is  housed  an  efficient  fire  alarm  system  is  neces- 
sary. It  should  be  possible  to  give  a  fire  signal  from  either 
the  upper  or  lower  floor  or  from  the  basement.  Occasional 
fire  drills  have  been  given  in  this  building  this  year,  but  the 
signal  system  is  inadequate. 

At  the  Quaker  Street  school  there  are  only  nine  pupils 
this  year.  If  this  school  is  continued  another  year,  the  in- 
side woodwork  should  be  painted  and  the  walls  and  ceiling 
refinished.  Though  the  pupils  in  a  small  school  may  each 
receive  a  larger  share  of  the  teacher's  time  and  attention 
than  in  a  larger  school,  there  is  a  lack  of  interest  and  loss 
of  incentive  which  can  be  obtained  only  from  the  presence 
of  several  pupils  who  are  doing  the  same  work.  The  trans- 
portation of  the  pupils  from  Quaker  Street  to  the  Central 
school  would  cost  less  than  the  maintenance  of  a  small 
separate  school,  and  the  children  would  thereby  receive  the 
benefits  ,of  a  larger  class  group. 

Under  the  provisions  of  the  FEEP,  a  nursery  school  is 
being  maintained  at  the  Central  building.  About  twenty 
pupils  between  the  ages  of  three  and  five  years  are  enrolled. 
The  salaries  of  the  teacher,  assistant  teacher,  and  nurse  for 
this  group  are  paid  from  Federal  funds.  Some  money  for 
providing  indoor  and  outdoor  equipment  and  noon  lunches 
for  the  nursery  school  comes  from  the  same  source.  The 
only  expense  to  the  district  is  in  heating  the  room  and 
providing  a  small  amount  of  the  usual  school  supplies. 
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The  good  condition  of  the  schools  of  the  district  is  due  in 
great  degree  to  the  leadership  and  interest  of  my  predeces- 
sor, Supt.  Almon  W.  Bushnell.  In  the  short  time  that  I  have 
been  working  with  the  teachers  and  the  school  board  for  the 
best  interests  of  the  district  and  advancement  of  the  pupils, 
J  have  fiound  the  relationship  very  pleasant.  I  wish  to  thank 
them  for  their  co-operation  and  support.
